LABOR TO PRESENT 


BILL REGULATING 
MOTOR BUS LINES 


Co-operation Is Sought 
in Move for Relief From 
“Menace and Injustice 
to Public Safety.” 


Immediate preparation of a bill for 
presentation to the legislature with 
the aim of regulating passenger and 
freight motor bus transportation was 
voted Tuesday night by a sub-commit- 
tee of a labor committee in a meeting 
at the Labor Temple. The sub-com- 


mittee’ will. meet at 4 o’clock Satur- 


day afternoon to consider the draft- 
ed bill and plan for its introduction 
and support in the extra session of 
the general assembly, subject to ap- 
proval by a statewide labor meeting 
to be held at 10 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing, January 18. 

A declaration of principles urging 
all publie-spirited citizens and organi- 
zations to join with labor for the 
attainment of early and permanent 
relief from the “‘menace and injustice 
to publie safety and welfare of un- 
regulated and irresponsible bus opera- 
tion” was adopted by the committee

Temple. 

The declaration of principles points 
out that “with rapid development of 
motor transportation witnessallll the 
United States during the past two 
decades there has come the operation 
of commercial motor transportation 
lines for both passenger and freight 
traffic made possible primarily by a 
network of well paved highways. 

“The bus and truck lines, left prac- 
tically without regulation by public 
authority, have grown in extent and 
number to a point where their unregu- 
lated and irresponsible operation on 
the public ‘highways are-a real and 
constantly gto

the public roads for whose use and 
convenience these highways were pro- 
posed and out of whose pockets must

GOLD MEDAL 


Veteran ee 
Sword Lost in 1861 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—(P)— 
Seventy years ago, after the First 
Battle of Manassas, a Confederate 
lieutenant lost his sword. 

Today it was back in his pos- 
session—recovered from an antique 
shop at a cost of $7. 

The lieutenant, later a captain, 
was D. C. Grayson, of Luray, Va., 
now 92 and a resident of the capital. 
He found the first clue to the lost 
weapon in a Luray newspaper ar- 
ticle about a sword in an antique 
shop there. 

Its description mentioned a bullet 
mark on the scabbard. Grayson had 
good reason to remember this, for 
his sword had stopped a lead slug 
in the opening conflict of the Civil 
War.

Old Orders 


Quarrel. 


Suddenly the calm waters of the 
Vatican State have become troubled. 
A quarrel has broken out between the 
Sovereign Order. of the Knights of 
Malta and the Order of the Holy 
Sepulcher. For some time the two 
illustrious orders have been at vari- 
ance. But the echo of their differ- 
ences was kept to the “black” or 
papal salons in Rome. None of the 
people who move in these spheres 
imagined that the elder, more illus- 
trious and authoritative order would 
go so far as to cite the other before 
the civil court of Rome, bringing the 
whole business into the glare of the 
secular press. For the Marchese 
Affitto, head of the one, has fully 
16 quarterings of nobility, and Mar- 
chese Persichetti Ugolini, head of the 
other order, is by marriage a nephew 
of the pope. 

3ut this is what has happened. The 
Knight of Malta has lodged his “legal 
challenge’ calling upon Marchese 
Persichetti and the Latin patriarch 
of Jerusalem, respectively Rome repre- 
sentative and rector of the Order of 
the Holy Sepulchre, to “desist from 
all their practices, which are offend- 
ing the Sovereign Knights of Malta.” 
The gist of the accusations is that 
the Equestrian Order of the Holy 
Sepulchre ‘“‘has been trying to vie with 
the Sovereign Order of the Knights of 
Malta. in Piedmont and abroad espe- 
cially.” 

The challenge goes on: It has dared 
to try and confound itself with the 
illustrious sovereign order. It has 
even adopted the practice of writing 
the word sacro (holy) with an §8, in- 
stead of in full, so that people will 
take that initial to mean sovereign. 
Moreover, it has lately been making 
full use of titles such as grand mas- 
ter, chapters, grand priorates, bailiffs, 
lieutenancies, and taken upon itself 
to give its members such titles as ex- 
cellency, Count Palatine, which it 
“never had the right to use.” 

Another indictment is that “they 
invest persons with these pretended 
equestrian titles in a theatrical, os- 
tentatious and noisy way in order to 
attract public attention.” His _holi- 
ness, who detests any form of publici- 
ty in the secular press, is reported to 
have been very much annoyed when 
the “challenge’ was brought to his 
notice, and the Osservatore Romano, 
the papal organ, has rebuked the order

Health Talks

CLOSED CAR NEURITIS. 
Our European medical colleagues 


handle the truth more carelessly than 
we do here in America. Every new 
drug or medicine that comes out of 
France or Germany is, if the intro- 
ductory blurb is taken at face value, 
a yast improvement on the older prep- 
aration it seeks to displace. But the 
sad story is always the same—after 
a season or two of popularity the new 
aud invariably more expensive nos- 
trum is displaced by a still newer and 
still more expensive one which, if you 
believe the blurb, has all the desir- 
able qualities of the preceding one 
yet none of its drawbacks or untoward 
effects. These untoward effects, some- 
how, are never mentioned while the 
nostrum is in vogue with that part 
of the American medical profession 
which eagerly takes up all the new 
nostrums thus introduced. The harm- 
ful effects of the stuff are acknowl- 
edged only when the new improve- 
ment arrives on the market. 

And so it is with the 
knowledge emanating from Europe. 
Doctors and specialists over there 
have a naive way of “pronouncing” 
things thus and so, much as the great 
lengendary consultants did in ‘the 
earlier days of American medical his- 
tory. At least this is the impression 
we get on this side of the ocean. 

A French doctor named Rathelot 
has discovered a new disease, closed 
car neuritis. He describes this as 
cervicobrachial (neck and arm) neu- 
ritis, and he says it is quite common 
in drivers of closed cars, but it does 
not occur in drivers of open cars. 
There it is, the dogmatic European 
pronunciamento—you simply cant 
cervico-brachial neuritis unless 
you drive a closed car—with a win- 
dow open beside you. What’s more, 
the French doctor declares the trou- 
ble is invariably in the left side, never 
in the right—for most automobiles 
have left-hand drive and the driver 
keeps the left window open to thrust 
out his arm for signaling to drivers 
behind. You see, we are leading up 
‘+ the etiology of the disease, to-wit.

Lawmakers Hear 
Governor’s Ideas 
On Finger-Prints 


Use of finger-prints in dealing with 
criminals and with ascertaining mental 
and moral tendencies toward crime 
was brought out in Governor Hard- 
man’s message to the extra session. 

Here is the text of the section in 
waieh the governor deals with the sub- 
ject: 

“There are 70 men and 20 ‘women, 
making a total of 90, in the tubercular 
hospital at the state farm. Two years 
ago there were only 50 tubercular 
criminals in the hospital but this num- 
ber has inereased to 70. The capacity 
has almost doubled and the improve- 
ments inside the buildings and the 
grounds are very noticeable. 

“From a number of these tubercular 
criminals I am having studied the 
finger-prints of 10 to determine re- 
lationship between finger-prints, men- 
tality and character and, if possible. 
to ascertain the strength of the mental 
and moral tendency toward crime with 
a view of pardoning these diseased 
criminals if it is discovered by the 
study of the loops, angles and whorls 
that they are not primarily criminals 
but that their physical condition is 
the main factor that has led them to 
commit crime.”

Rising in all its proud might ‘o 
stand off the logic of Joe Jacobs, | 
manager of the Teuton, of Bill Carey, , 
president of Madison Square Garden, 
and the combin attacks -of sports 
wrifers and fizht critics, the com- | 
mission ruled Schmeling null and void 
for refusing to sign jmmeédiately for 
a return match with Jack Sharkey.’ 

Then, in the same breath, the 
fistic fathers declared they would 
accept as chathpion the winner 
of a match between Sharkey and 
Young Stribling. the pride of 
Georgia, although they had re- 
fused up to this point to con- 
sider Stribling as a fit opponent 
for Sharkey in a match to de- 
termine an outstanding challenger 
for Schmeling. 

So, following the precedent of 1926 
when Jack Dempsey and Gene Tun- 
ney were forced to Philadelphia to 
fight. for the heavyweight crown be- 
cause of commission objections, 
Schmeling will take his title claims 
either to Chicago, Detroit, Jersey City 
or Philadelphia in June and defend 
them against the assaulfs of Young 
Stribling. 

LEWIS FAVORED. 

_ Although four bidders already are. 
in the field for the match, Nate Lewis, 
matchmaker at the Chicago Stadium, 
which controls Soldiers’ Field and its 
seating capacity of 100,000, has the 
inside track with a $500,000 bid for 
Der Maxie’s‘ services as well as an 
option on Stribling. 

Lewis and Sidney Strotz, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Stadium Cor- 
poration, arrived here today for 
further conference with Jacobs. 
Jacobs has all but formally ace- 

cepted the Chicago offer and in Miami 
today “Pa” Stribling announced he 
had come to terms definitely with 
Lewis and Strotz for a title fight 
with Schmeling at“Soldier Field in 
June. Stribling declared he was not 
interested in matching his son with 
— either in New York or else- 
where. 


CARNERA BALLOONS. 

_ Meanwhile, it appeared that nego- 
tiations for Stribling to fight Prime 
|Carnera, the big a" in Miami 
next month, or for” heavyweight 
match in Florida, were very much 
up in the air as a result of today's 
development. 

It was understood Stribling, 
assured of a Schmeling match, 
was disinclined to risk any other 
venture in the meantime. 

_ Harassed by an almost united box- 
ing front that can see no justifica- 
tion in the commission stand, James 
A. Farley, head of the board, stood 
by his guns with the support of Gen- 
eral John Phelan, and insisted at a 
stormy meeting that Jacobs yanswer 
“yes” or “no” to an ultimatum that 
Schmeling sign immediately and post 
a $10,000 forfeit for a title bout with 
Sharkey here in June. 
BOYS BATTLE. 

In vain Jacobs asked that the com- 
mission stand by a contract it forerd 
Schmeling to gign with Madison 
Square Garden last June before it 
would license the German for his first 
duel with Sharkey—a contract call- 
ping for Schmeling to defend the title, 
if he won, against an opponent to be 
named by the Garden 90 days before 
June, 1931. 

Jacobs also offered to sign 
Sehmeling immediately for a 
match here in June against the 
winner of a Sharkey-Stribling 
match or against Sharkey, —_ if 
Stribling refused to take the pre- 
liminary contest. The commission 
still insisted on a “yes” or “no” 
answer to its ultimatum and this 
Jacobs refused to give. 

Then, without the support of Wil- 
liam Muldoon, the 81-year-old “iron 
duke” of boxing, the commission voted 
to vacate Schmeling’s title even after 
Carey, as head of the Garden, said 
he did not want to sign a Sharkey- 
Schmeling match now without some 
sort of preliminary build-up to stir 
public interest. The first meeting of 
the pair last June ended in a fiasco 
with Schmeling winning on a foul in 
the fourth round. 

GOB IS OUT. 

Despite its advocacy of Sharkey, the 
commission apparently has succeeded 
only in eliminating the Boston Belter 
from another title chance in 1951. 
With both Schmeling and Stribling 
booked for Chicago, there is no oth- 
er heavyweight of importance in the 
field to challenge Sharkey for a title 
match in New York. 

Farley defended the commission 
stand after the meeting, declar- 
ing again that Schmeling prom- 
ised to meet Sharkey before any- 
one else after the commission had 
been “good sports” and declared 
-him champion despite his unfin- 
ished contest with Sharkey. 
“Schmeling refused, for reasons of- 

fered, to accept Sharkey now as a 
title opponent,” he said. “He hadnt 

played as fairly with us as we did 
'with him. If he were any kind of a 
sport hed want to fight Sharkey 
again-and elear up the muddle. | 

“We don’t want this argum-nt with 
Schmeling. We don't go out of our 
way to pick fights. But we ar do- 
img what we think to be the fair 
thing and the b.st thing for the gen- - 
eral good of boxing. That’s our stand 
and were’re sticking to it.”

Shipments of practicaliy all fruits 
and vegetables increased during the 
past week and a number of products 
advanced to stronger price positions 
because of the relatively light supply 
in city markets following the light 
holiday shipments, the United States 
bureau of agricultural economics re- 
ported Tuesday. 

Potatoes and citrus fruits showed 
the largest gain in*shipments. With 
the great increase in carlot movemenf, 
said the weekly review of fruits and 
vegetables, a price reaction would not 
be unexpected. 

Potatoes were stronger in the north- 
central area and in such midwestern 
markets as Chicago, and bushel ham- 
pers of Florida Spaulding Rose 
Brought $2.50-$2.75 in Washington. 

Most arrivals of sweet potatoes ad- 
vanced in price, but lettuce declined 
in consuming centers. Florida ship- 
ped 60 cars of lettuce, the Big Bos- 
ton variety dropping to a jobbing 
range of 50c-$1.75 per 1 1-2-bushel 
hamper. 

Celery met an active demand;-with 
much higher prices than during the 
holidays, and cabbage was in better 
position at shipping points. Celery in 
10-inch crates from Florida in a few 
cities brought $3-$4.50. Florida and 
South Carolina pointed type cabbage 
was stronger at $1.50-$2 per 1 1-2- 
bushel hamper. 

Markets for onions 
showed little change. 

Florida snap beans totaled only 33 
cars and the f. o. b. price was higher 
at $6-37.50 per bushel hamper. Pony 
crates of cauliflower from California 
advanced to $1.05-$1.10 f. o. b. 

Tomato forwardings . from’ Florida 
increased greatly to 110 cars, against 
13 a year ago. Imports from Cuba de- 
creased to 90 and those from Mexico 
to 55, while the Bahamas sent 11 
cars. 

Florida strawberry shipments 
amounted to only 12 cars, compared 
with 60 during the same week last 
winter. | 

Low temperatures during December 
did considerable damage to Califor-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—(A)— 
South Atlantic and gulf ports today 
won a step in their fight for parity 
of export and import freight rates 
with north Atlantie ports. 

The interstate commerce commis-

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 6.—(4)—Rep- 
resentatives of Augustino Sandino, 
Nicaraguan insurgement chief, today 
made public a letter from Sandino, 
said to have been written at his head- 
quarters, El Chipoton, and smuggled 
into Mexico by way of San Salvador, 
in which he says:

“We have sent final orders to burn

Jose Constantino Gonzales, who 
calls himself secretary in Mexico to 
Sandino, also made public a telegram 
which he said had been sent to Sen- 
ators King and Borah in Washington. 
The telegram said: 

“Withdrawal of marines should be 
last act of the 20 years’ long drama 
of intervention of Nicaragua. Latin- 
America repudiates American military 
intervention. I assure you that San- 
dino would Igy down arms and our 
country would be completely and auto- 
matically pacified if the marines are 
withdrawn. Sandino and his follow- 
ers are only defending Nicaragua’s 
autonomy. We do not demand the 
withdrawal of the marines as a favor 
but as an act of undeniable and im- 
pending justice.” 


NICARAGUAN GUARDSMEN 
MEET AND DEFEAT REBELS 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 6.— 
(P)—Patrols of the Nicaraguan nation- 
al guard, comamnded by officers.de- 
tached from the United States ma- 
rines, have fought several engage- 
ments with insurgent forces in the 
densely wooded country between To- 
togalpa and Ocotal within the last few 
days, it was reported here today. 

The engagements were in the same 
district where eight American marines 
were killed and four wounded in two 
battles last week. 

One of the patrols, under Lieuten- 
ant J. MacDonald, battled a group of 
100 insurgents near Licoroy, killing 
three..One member of the patrol was 
slightly wounded.
